The licensing system for flour 
nd bread dealers soon will be put 
nto effect, and although not extend- 
ng to the small dealer, the food ad- 
ministration is expected to find a way 
o hold down bread prices. 


Members of the price fixing commit- 
ee are agreed that a price of 52.20 
nil permit of a 14-ounce loaf of bread 
or five cents, allowing a fair profit 
to both the flour manufacturer and 
the baker. 


The wheat price was announced by 
President Wilson last night, after the 
committee, headed by Dr. Harry A 
Garfield, completed its three day de- 
liberation.
